Baptists May 
Take Over Church 
Of Presbyterians 


CORDOVA, Alaska.— The Presby- 
terian Church of Cordova may make 
Baptists out of a whole congregation 
of Presbyterians. 

@hat, is the effect of a vote to turn 
over the church to the Baptists. 

The move is part of a proposal un- 
der which the Baptist Home Mission- 
ary Society would take over opera- 
tion of the Cordova Community Hos- 
The Baptists offered to oper- 
ate and staff the hospital, but insist- 
ed they also take over the local Pres- 
byterian church.

SUGGEST RENAMING 
OF HIGHWAY 


PENTICTON, B.C. — Suggestion 
that the “wonderful” Hope-Princeton 
Road be given a more fitting name 
was made at a Penticton Board of 
Trade meeting recently. 

Larry Ecroyd said a name should 
be chosen that is more “suggestive 
of the wonderful road it is.”

New Vitamin 
By-Product Of 
Sugar Beet 


SEATTLE. — A new vitamin was 
held up as a possible by-product of 
the sugar beet industry, 

The vitamin is B-12, which cures 
pernicious anemia and has become an 
important part of poultry feed. 

Dr. James McGinnis of Washing- 
ton State College, who first reported 
work of the newly-identified vitamin 
and received an award from the Am- 
erican Feed Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, cited it as a new industrial pos-

sibility for the western states. 

He addressed a University of 
Washington - sponsored chemurgis 
conference. 

The vitamin is a by-product in the 
manufacture of the new disease kill- 
ers, streptomycin and aureomycin, 
as well as being produced in other 
ways. 

Cane or beet molasses could be 
used in the west in the fermentation 
process from which the vitamin is 
made, Dr. McGinnis said. 

He called the vitamin “one of the 
most significant developments in nu- 


trition of this generation.” 

In the poultry industry, the vita- 
min has made possible cutting down 
the use of more costly animal pro- 


teins. These are replaced with B-12 thyst satin combination. 
plus other unidentified vitamins pro- 
duced in the fermentation process,

Some of the most interesting pic- 
torial stamps in the British Com- 
monwealth have been issued by New 
Zealand, That Dominion began show- 
ing its scenery to stamp collectors 
and to the world at large on its post- 
age stamps early in the century, and 
there have been quite a few outstand- 
ing issues, 

The early stamps of New Zealand 
followed the usual early British pat- 
tern of featuring a portrait of the 
sovereign, Queen Victoria is shown 
in various poses on New Zealand's 
stamps from 1855 to 1888, the year 
the first pictorials appeared. Some 
of those early stamps are quite val- 
uable. 

The first pictorial set featured 
scenery and native birds, New Zea- 
land, according to this issue, has 
some magnificent mountain scenery, 
A few years later, in 1903, stamp 
collectors received a bit of the coun- 
try's history on stamps with picture 
stamps of the arrival of the native 
Maoris and the discovery of the is- 
lands by Captain James Cook, In 
1935 there was another long pic- 
torial set, featuring this time, not 
only magnificent scenery, but also 
birds, fish, natives, native art and in- 
dustry, 

The country’s main agricultural in- 
dustries were well featured on a set 
issued in 1936 for the convention of 
British Empire Chambers of Com- 
merce, History again featured the 
set of 1940 issued for the 100th an- 
niversary of settlement of the is- 
lands by the British, This set por- 
trayed on some values the settlement 
of the islands by the Maoris about 
1350, the natives having come from 
other South Pacific islands,

Old English Customs 
Are Still Prevalent 


Christmas is always and has been 
Britain’s greatest and gayest festi- 
val. Baek in the Middle Ages a 
visiting French priest, Pere Cyprian, 
marvelled at it; declaring that in 
Britain Christmas was kept “with 


greater ceremony than any other 
realm in Europe.” It has always 
been the feast of the family and 
the fireside. In olden times hospi- 
tality was extended to all a land- 
lord’s tenants too. The great 
noblemen and landowners were at 
this season allowed to dress their 
heralds in their own livery—for- 
bidden all the rest of the year; and 
they kept open house for all their 
tenants. The Yule log was brought 
in from the woods with dancing 
and rejoicing, and the thick Christ- 
mas candle was lit. Then there was 
singing, games were played, and 
the Mummers performed plays. In 
; many places a Lord of Misrule 
| was elected to direct the festivi- 
| ties, and everyone, including the 
| nobleman himself, was subject to 
his commands. One of the oldest 
Yuletide traditions is the singing 
|of Christmas carols. Many English 
| carols are very old and beautiful. 
| And groups of young people from 
clubs, schools and churches still go 
round singing them in the weeks 
before Christmas.

LABOR-SAVING wood splitting | 
machine can be made out of an| 

old gas engine which is no longer 
useful for power purposes. One of 
the old type engines with large fly 
wheels is best for this purpose as 
the fly wheel carrying the splitting 
axe should be 40 inches in diameter 
or over, An engine of from six to 10 
horse power is probably the best size 
from which to make such a splitter. 
The frame of the machine is se- 
curely bolted to a heavy skid, the 
ends of the runners projecting well; 
beyond the reach of the fly Wheel. | 
A splitting block consisting of a) 
heavy piece of timber, preferably 
about 12 inches square, is placed) 
across the ends of the skids, A notch 


for the rim of the fly wheel and for | 
the axe; also, a piece of boiler plate, | 
cut to the form of the notch in the| 
block is let into the splitting block | 
until flush with the top and is fas-}| 
tened securely by means of one-half | 
inch by five inch coach screws. | 

The splitting block is placed so} 
that its top is located several inches | 
below the level of the centre of the| 
crank shaft so that fairly large pieces 
of wood can be split without having 
the axe contacting them too far 
above the centre line of the crank 
shaft. The axe head is that of a 
heavy splitting axe, the eye of which 
is filled with lead or wood through 
which two holes are bored to match 
two similar holes drilled through the 
rim of the fly wheel. Bolts about 
9-16 inch in diameter should be used. 
A seat for the axe head should be 
chipped and filed out of the face of 
the fly wheel, the best location for 
this spot being a position diametri- 
cally opposite that of the counter- 
weight of the-wheel, Care must be 
taken to keep these bolts tightly 
drawn up at all times, 

The splitter is driven by a small 
gas engine, the belt being run on the 
unused fly wheel of the machine, The 
pulley ratio should be such as to pro- 
vide a speed of from 60 to 80 strokes 
per minute, If speeds higher than 
80 R.P.M. are used the machine is 
likely to throw the wood. The blocks 
are laid on their sides for splitting, 
small pieces being placed so that 
they are merely touched by the point

Shipments To 
U.K. Suggested 


OTTAWA. — A suggestion is 
believed to have been made 
that Canada reduce its wheat 
shipments to the United King- 
dom next year so the U.K. may 
have dollars available to buy 
more Canadian bacon. 

Agriculture Minister Gardiner was 
reported to have told delegates to the 
Dominion-provincial agricultural con- 
ference of this suggestion, The con- 
ference was closed to the press, 

The 1949-50 contract calls for the 
shipment before next July of 140,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat at $2 a bushel. 
The 1949 bacon contract ends this 
month, It calls for export of 160,- 
000,000 pounds at $36 a hundred- 
weight. Because of a domestic short- 
age Canada has shipped only about 
60,000,000 pounds so far this year. 

Faced with a shortage of dollars 
and a skimpy budget which allows it 
to spend only a small amount of dol- 
lars next year, the U.K. would be al- 
lowed to change the wheat contract 
by taking less wheat and using the 
jre maining funds for Canadian bacon. 

Cut Machinery Spending 

OTTAWA, — Canada’s tractor-con- 
scious farmer is so mechanized that 
| he likely will cut down on machinery 
| spending next year, 

This was told to the Dominion- 
provincial agricultural conference in 
a paper prepared by one of the fed- 
eral agriculture department's ma- 
|chinery experts, Frank Shefrin. 

He estimated 1950 buying may be 
| reduced by 10 or 15 per cent. of 1949 
levels, 

Reason for this slackening off, said 
Mr. Shefrin, lies in the fact that Can-

Mr. Straith said a school in Lang- 
ley was designed one year ago to 
accommodate 690 pupils, then esti- 
mated as the maximum attendance. 
When the school opened recently, 
900 pupils enrolled, 

He said Vancouver’s school popu- 
lati8n had leaped in three years from 
}125,500 to 169,000, 

Because of this rapid expansion, 
he said, B.C. has had to develop in 
ja short time a new type of school. 

He said most schools now being 
built in the province are designed as 
inexpensively as possible, yet includ- 
ing the most modern 
features. 

Scientific progress may render all 
these schools obsolete’ within 
years, he said, and this was being 
borne in mind,

If widespread applications of atom- 
ic energy develop within months or 
a few years there are not sufficient 
known deposits of uranium to supply 
the basic needs for numerous atomic 
piles, What will be used in the place 
of uranium to supply atomic energy 
if and when such supply becomes 
practical? 

To seek an answer to that problem 
Canada has at the present time two 
great stations at work and a third 
under construction. A cyclotron is 
now operating at McGill university 
and a Van de Graff generator is 
working in Vancouver in an effort to 
discover just why the uranium atom 
acts as it does. Can the mystery 
that is locked within the uranium 
atom and other atoms at the heavy 
end of the atomic table of the ele- 
ments be brought out and applied to; 
the atoms of lighter elements that 
are much more abundant and cheap- 
er? 

To the two stations mentioned a} 
third will soon be added. This will | 
be the synchroton at Queen's uni-| 
versity at Kingston. All these great! 
devices have one object in view—the 
smashing of atoms. 

Right at the present time Canada 
could build and operate an electrical 
power station that derived its basic 
energy from the atom, It would be 
an efficient plant. But we could not 
operate a chain of such plants across 
the country because there is not suf- 
ficient fissionable material available 
to supply such atomic energy. Can- 
ada could construct central heating 
plants, opertaing on atomic energy, 
that would solve the fuel problems 
of every large Canadian centre, but 
there is not sufficient uranium to go 
around.

“We take pleasure in answering at 
once and thus prominently the com- 
munication below, expressing at the 
same time our great gratification 
that its faithful author is numbered 
among the friends of THE SUN: 

“DEAR EDITOR—I am 8 years old,

“VIRGINIA, your little friends are 
wrong.

All minds, VIRGINIA, wheth- 
er they be men’s or children’s, are 
little. In this great universe of ours 
man is a mere insect, an ant, in his 
intellect, as compared with the 
boundless world about him, as meas- 
ured by the intelligence capable of 
grasping the whole of truth and 
knowledge.
